SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Puritan International 38 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The Classification Office finds that the availability of the magazine is likely to be 
injurious to the public good due to the extensive manner in which the magazine 
significantly degrades and dehumanises the female participants, as well as women in 
general. Puritan International 38 is a magazine comprised of 96 pages. The magazine 
is composed of approximately 80% colour photographs and approximately 20% text. 
The magazine presents extreme close focus photographs of females' genitalia, a 
female's splayed labia and a female's gaping vaginal passage. A double page spread 
depicts a female with two males penetrating her in both her anus and her vagina. The 
tone of the text in one of the short stories further degrades and demeans women by 
consistently using derogatory terms to refer to women. The Classification Office 
considers that restricting the availability of this magazine is a reasonable and justified 
limit on the rights contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
